ON FRIDAY, dozens gathered at North 12th 
Street and Lincoln Avenue in downtown 
Minneapolis, where 30-year-old cyclist Alex 
Wolf was killed by a turning semi days before. 
Holding signs calling for safer streets, they 
stood arm to arm, forming a human bike lane 
to honor the 11th cyclist killed on Minnesota 
roads this year. “Alex had a quiet and genuine 
concern for others and the world he lived 
in,” his father, Keith, wrote in an obituary.

St. Paul asks: So, does ShotSpotter actually work.^

S t. Paul is having a record year for 
gun violence, with 26 out of 29 
homicides involving firearms. 
The numbers are arrestingfigures 
on their own. Last Wednesday, 
St. Paul City Council Member Dai Thao 
made things personal. 

‘T want to just ask you, do you think that 
my kids are important to you?” he asked 
Mayor Melvin Carter. 

“Excuse me?” Carter replied. 

Thao repeated the question. The two 
talked over one another for a moment or 
two before Carter cut Thao off. 

“Council member, you asked a question,” 
he said. ‘Would you like the answer?” 

It soon became clear that Carter and 
Thao were talking about ShotSpotter, a 
computer program that relies on a network 
of outdoor microphones tuned to the sounds 
of gunfire. Recorded gunshots turn into 
points on a map, in theory to help officers 
respond to the sound whether residents 
report it or not. 


Thao wants to deploy ShotSpotter in St. 
Paul, but Carter has misgivings without 
an “independent, third-party evaluation” 
showing ShotSpotter is actually effective. 

“If you can produce that,” Carter told 
Thao, “I would love to reconsider and revisit 
that topic. But I think it would be a mistake 
for us to confuse buying one particular toy 
with reducing gun violence in our commu¬ 
nity.... We owe it to ourselves [and] to your 
beautiful children that when we spend a 
million dollars on public safety investments, 
that it actually makes us safer.” 

Carter isn’t the first person to ask if 
ShotSpotter works. It’s being used in just 
shy of 100 U.S. cities, and law enforcement, 
researchers, and public officials still haven’t 
figured out how to answer that question. 

As a 2016 piece by Forbes pointed out, the 
technology is pretty reliable, with occasional 
false alarms. The more important test of its 
worth is whether it reduces gun violence. 
Some hard-won data from seven cities using 
the technology found the “clear pattern” 


was “lots of calls, but few tangible results.” 

“Of the thousands of ShotSpotter alerts 
in these cities, police were unable to find 
evidence of gunshots between 30 to 70 per¬ 
cent of the time,” Forbes reported. “The 
question now is whether the technology 
is worth the millions of dollars it’s costing 
taxpayers each year.” 

But ShotSpotter has its fair share of 
“happy customers,” as reported by Time 
magazine in 2017. A New York Police 
Department specialist called it “one of 
[their] most successful programs.” 

In his argument last week. Carter cited 
a research piece in Police Chief Magazine 


on “acoustic gunshot detection systems,” 
which studied the use of ShotSpotter in 
St. Louis. 

The report suggested the positive view of 
ShotSpotter and its peers might have been 
more due to a “broad downward slide in 
crime that has taken place since the 1990s” 
and “a few highly publicized cases” instead 
of the program’s own merits. 

It’s probably not the last we’ll hear about 
ShotSpotter in St. Paul. As Thao said, it’s 
ultimately Carter’s decision whether to 
invest in the program, but he’s hoping an 
“informed” public will put some external 
pressure on the issue, -hannah jones

Your favorite 
restaurant is closer 
to going under than 
you think. Here’s 
what they’re trying 
to do about it.

F rom the outside, ever 5 rthing 
looked perfect at Funl^ Grits. 

Less than a year after 
opening, Jared Brewington’s 
south Minneapolis soul food 
restaurant got the invite of a 
lifetime: a booth at the Minnesota State 
Fair. They accepted, of course, and they 
crushed it—the shrimp fritters were a hit, 
among the most universally liked new 
items of 2019. Brewington’s face was all 
over local media. Funky Grits was having 
A Moment. 

And then, weeks after that explosion 
of praise, Brewington made another 
announcement: His restaurant was closing. 

“People are wondering how I’m closing 
down and opening a coffee shop when 
I just made 'millions’ at the State Fair,” 
he says. “Even if I say it was expensive, 
they’re like, 'Yeah, but you had to have 
made millions. You were ever 3 rwhere.’” 

Any time we lose a beloved restaurant 
or bar—the sudden shutter of Uptown Ital¬ 
ian gem Al Vento earlier this month, the 
end of U of M dive-bar treasure Sporty’s 
before that—the news is met with the 
same cocktail of shock and sadness. We 
wonder how the goodwill and attentive 
service we just experienced on Saturday 
didn’t correspond to big-digit earnings. 
On the other side, there’s always some¬ 
one who just knows the restaurant went 
under because—and you’ll have to fill 
in the blank here—prices got too high/ 
minimum wage laws are destroying this 
city/liberals are destroying this city/poor 
people are destroying this city. 

(Or because parking there sucked.) 
The $15 minimum wage increase in 
Minneapolis and St. Paul isn’t a non-issue. 
Restaurant owners certainly are thinking 
(and, in many cases, worrying) about it. 
It’s also not the only financial concern. 
Healthcare, rent, property taxes—they’re 
all on the rise, and restaurants run on 
almost laughably low profit margins as is. 

Diners don’t want prices to go up. 
Restaurant owners want to stay in busi¬ 
ness. Costs—for almost everything—are 
climbing. 

How is this going to work? 

“MOST RESTAURANT owners are very 
prideful people, like any business owner 
would be,” says Brent Frederick, owner 
of Jester Concepts (the restaurant group 
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ZOE PRINDS-FLASH 


behind Parlour/Borough and PS. Steak, 
among others). ‘1 think it’s hard for them 
to admit that they’re not doing so well, 
that the industry is really tough, that they 
make a small salary and have razor-thin 
margins and can’t make much of a profit.” 

“A lot of people on the outside look¬ 
ing in look at it as a kind of fly-by-night 
industry,” he adds. ‘'But there’s people 
that are putting up their houses, putting 
a second mortgage, third mortgage on 
their house.... People are risking it all, 
and I don’t think anybody understands.” 

If there’s not a lot of sympathy to go 
around for struggling restaurants, that 
could be because their owners don’t 
always present as very sympathetic 
characters. In the last month alone, two 
widely reported-upon closings served as 
case studies in just that. There was Rojo 
on Nicollet Mall, whose owner blamed 
July and August shootings in downtown 
Minneapolis, the increased minimum 
wage, and high property taxes for the 
Mexican grill’s demise. It wasn’t made 
clear how those factors retroactively 
led to the closure of his previous con¬ 


cepts at that address: Randle’s, which 
shuttered back in March, and Ling & 
Louie’s Asian Bar & Grill (2014-2017), 
which came before it. 

(“Man, I would love to have enough 
money to tank three restaurants,” read 
one popular comment on that City Pages 
story.) 

There’s also O’Gara’s in St. Paul. Owner 
Dan O’Gara sold the 77-year-old bar to 
a development company in 2018, but 
planned to bring the old-school insti¬ 
tution back to a smaller, ground-floor 
space in the new apartment complex. 
On November 4, O’Gara announced that 
the bar wouldn’t return after all, citing 
too-high state and city taxes and fees, the 
burden of paid sick leave and minimum 
wage without a tip credit, and competi¬ 
tion from taprooms. 

That felt a little disingenuous to a lot of 
people, including Wes Burdine, owner of 
the Black Hart of St. Paul, who tweeted: 
“Dude just sold his building for $4.5m 
dollars. That is $3.5m more than what 
it was bought for just over a decade ago. 
Congrats buddy, enjoy your retirement.”

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“As someone who cares really deeply 
about the city... I was very frustrated to see 
the amount of great work and the amount 
of growth we’ve seen in the city of St. Paul 
get dismissed by someone who, by their 
hard work but also all these other things, 
just made a lot of money,” says Burdine, 
whose bar is only about a mile from the 
former O’Gara’s. “Here’s someone blam¬ 
ing the city, when he just came out with 
millions of dollars. I just thought that 
was really frustrating.” 

Admittedly, it’s not a good look. It reads 
both entitled and aggressively out of touch 
for a person who just sold their building 
for millions to say an incremental hourly 
wage increase caused their financial woes. 

But bars like O’Gara’s are the excep¬ 
tion, not the rule. The perception that 
restaurant owners are out here Scrooge 
McDucking into vaults full of money—on 
the whole, that’s not the case. 

“I think that’s one of the longest m 5 Ths 
in the restaurant profession,” says Alma 
chef-owner Alex Roberts. 

An oft-cited bit of wisdom is that in 
the restaurant industry, your profit mar¬ 
gin t 3 ^ically spans from 0 to 15 percent. 
Full-service spots should expect about a 
3 to 5 percent average profit margin; for 
quick-service, the numbers are more like 
6 to 9 percent. Some, like Frederick, think 
it’s even lower than that. 


“I would say that most restaurants are 
operating at even or negative cashflow 
or profitability,” he says. “I would say 70 
or 80 percent are not making money.” 

And this is, of course, after you’ve shelled 
out your startup costs, which can vary 
widely but have a median around $375,500, 
per one recent restaurantowner.com sur¬ 
vey. “They might be able to pay themselves 


a management fee or a salary or some¬ 
thinglike that,” Frederick continues, “but 
they’re not making money for the people 
who invested in them: friends, families.” 

“Generally, most restaurant operators 
don’t have the scale of a financial control¬ 
ler or a CFO,” Roberts adds. “A 3 percent 
profit, depending on how you’re managing 
cashflow, can look like you’re breaking even. 
For many people, you’re one big repair 
away from not being able to pay your bills.” 


WHEN INDUSTRY FOLKS blame the 
minimum wage for draining their bank 
accounts, it can sound a lot like woe-is-me 
buck-passing. But with margins that slim, 
any increase in expenses has an outsized 
impact. A cold snap in Georgia can double 
the cost of collard greens. A busted freezer 
might mean you don’t take home a salary 
that month. Even a difference of a few 


dollars an hour per employee can throw 
your bottom line into chaos. 

In Minneapolis, wages are now $12.25 
for employers with more than 100 employ¬ 
ees and $11 for those with fewer; large 
businesses will have to hit $15 in 2023 
while small businesses have until 2024. 

“It stresses me out at Sandcastle,” says 
Doug Flicker, who owns the seasonal Lake 
Nokomis seafood and sandwich spot along 
with the bar-restaurant Bull’s Horn in 


Standish-Ericsson. “At Sandcastle, it’s 
grab-and-go—it’s meant to be a first job, 
for teens. And it takes two kids to do the 
work of one adult person.” 

Flicker isn’t arguing against a livable 
wage. (Although: “Part of me wishes the 
city would have just implemented 15 right 
away. Then everybody would have had to 
have figured something out, as opposed 
to just kicking the can down the road.”) 
At Bull’s Horn, it means raising prices 10 
or 15 cents every summer when the wage 
notches up. Their business is high-volume, 
and it’s bar food—if he still owned the 
more fine-dining Piccolo, those markups 
would probably be higher and harder 
to achieve. Plus: “We sell a lot of beer, 
you know? The markup on beer is really 
good. We have full liquor. That helps our 
margins.” 

“Concerns for the minimum wage are 
really tough, and they’re really real,” Black 
Hart’s Burdine says—it’s why he wasn’t 
sure he should tweet his frustrations with 
O’Gara’s in the first place. “I know a lot of 
great business owners who try to do right 
by all their employees, and they’re not 
sure how to make it work in a few years.” 

The timeline is different in St. Paul, where 
businesses with more than 100 employees 
will need to pay $11.50 hourly in July2020, 
with incremental increases until reaching 
$15 in July2024. Those employingbetween

5 and 100 workers have to hit $10 next 
year, and reach $15 in 2026. 

Burdine has already started raising 
wages—“which is a great thing”—but it 
means prices have to go up, too. It’s a 
tricky balancing act: You don’t want to 
be known for having a beer and a bump 
that’s a buck more than your neighbors’ 
(and competitors’). And if people want 
to pay a little less, they have the option 
to go out in Roseville or Edina, where 
the minimum wage has stayed stagnant, 
which means bars and restaurants in the 
Twin Cities might see fewer folks walking 
through their doors. 

“Fifteen dollars an hour is extremely 
helpful, but it certainly has its—there will 
be bad effects that come from it, and people 
just need to adjust. 

“It’s not like every restaurant is suddenly 
going to disappear,” Burdine continues. 
“But it is going to get tough for existing 
restaurants to adjust to that. Because con¬ 
sumers are not ready to pay $5, $5.50, $6 
for a Bud Light. And that is coming in the 
near future. It’s coming.” 

Something else you should expect to 
see: more health and wellness charges on 
the bottom of your bill. Because while the 
minimum wage is one thing, healthcare is 
a bigger, meaner, harder-to-plan-for beast. 

Kim Bartmann was the first in town to 
add a health and wellness charge in her 
restaurants in June of 2017. She says her 
premiums have gone up 25 to 30 percent 
each year for probably the last four to five 
years. (“At least.”) Under the Affordable 
Care Act, employers with more than 50 
workers clocking 30-plus hours have to 
provide a health insurance benefit, or 
pay penalties. So at Bartmann Group res¬ 
taurants like Tiny Diner and Barbette, 
there’s an addendum at the bottom of 
the menu: “In order to maintain health 

6 wellness benefits for our employees, 
[restaurant] adds a 3% employee wellness 


service charge to guest checks.” 

“The costs keep going up, and it was 
impossible to keep pace,” she says. “We 
thought it was important to be transpar¬ 
ent about it.” 

It’s been popping up all over the Twin 
Cities since: Roberts introduced one at 
Alma, and Jester Concepts restaurants 
all have the charge. Parasole Restaurants 
(Manny’s, Chino Latino), Craft and Crew 
Hospitality (the Howe Daily Kitchen & 
Bar, Stanley’s Northeast Bar Room), the 
Lexington, Travail and Pig Ate My Pizza 
in Robbinsdale—all are among those now 
tacking on a health insurance fee. 

“Some of the criticism I got was. Well, 
why don’t you just raise prices?”’ Bartmann 
says. “We didn’t do that because we want 
people to know that we’re offering health 
insurance to our employees and have it 
be part of the conversation.” 

“For us, we wanted to keep it separate 
from increasing our prices, because it 
resonates differently with people when 
they see that as a line item... rather than, 
‘My burger that I’ve been coming in for 
the last three years to get just went up 
whatever percent,”’ adds David Benowitz, 
COO of Craft and Crew. The dog-friendly 
restaurant group added a 3 percent charge 
in January that helps pay for healthcare 
along with mental health services for staff 
“Our places, we try to create a sense of 
community. We’re very family, neighbor¬ 
hood oriented. People see us as that in 
terms of our locations, so in some sense, 
they’re helping the extension of their 
community and family. 

“Especially as the minimum wage 
increases,” he goes on, “I think you’ll see 
more and more restaurants start adding it.” 

ASKED IF IT’S FAIR to say restaurants 
are under increasing financial pressure 
from all sides, Bartmann fires back: “I 
would say more like under siege.”

As for whether they’ll be able to adapt? 

“Frankly, a lot of them aren’t going to 
be able to,” she says. “You will see a lot 
of washout over the next couple years.” 

The answer seems obvious enough: 
Well, fine, then don’t open a restaurant. 
And it does raise the question of why 
anyone chooses to do it. 

But if you like to go out to eat and drink, 
then you need somewhere to do that, and 
these are people who have spent their 
whole lives providing you with places 
where you can. They fell into it, and then 
in love with it: Frederick started bussing 
tables at 20, working as a server, a bar¬ 
tender, and a bar manager before going 
on to open restaurants of his own. 

‘You don’t get into restaurants because 
you want to make a million dollars—you’re 
in the wrong industry,” he says. “You get 
into it because you love food, and you love 
wine, and you love the people.” 

...You’ll notice he didn’t say an 3 Thing 
about loving accounting. 

“That’s why there’s a few groups out 
there—and I belong to a few of them—that 
we’re getting together and we’re helping 
each other.” 

Frederick says that 20 or even 10 years 
ago, the people who were successful tended 
to hold their secrets close. Now he thinks 
there’s a “movement afoot” in the industry- 
chefs are talking with other chefs, owners 
with other owners, GMs with other GMs. 


‘What I’m seeing right now—and I think 
it started because of the minimum wage 
talks—everybody’s getting together. And 
we’re not afraid to be like, ‘Hey how much 
are you paying for linen right now? What’s 
your food deal look like? What liquor sup¬ 
plier are you using?”’ 

“Because we know how tough it is,” 
he continues. “It’s kind of like therapy.” 

‘When I thought about doing [a wellness 
charge], I called Kim Bartmann, and she 
talked to me about why she did what she 
did,” Roberts says. “And then other people 
called me, you know? ‘How’s it going?’ 
and What’s going on?’ I think everybody’s 
struggling with the same things, and there’s 
a lot of people I really admire in this busi¬ 
ness that are taking it on.” 

These are trying times in a lot of indus¬ 
tries—restaurant owners know that. But 
they’re in the business of hospitality, and 
that means providing a living wage and 
healthcare for employees just as much as 
it means giving you a barstool where you 
can vent about your own job woes over a 
Hamm’s. It means trying new things and 
seeing what sticks. 

Even if it’s imperfect, they’re working 
on it—fumbling toward taking care of 
each other, so they can take care of., you. 

“People dine today to have an experi¬ 
ence,” Benowitz adds. “But we can’t create 
that experience unless we have amazing 
people creating that experience.” 03

MINNEAPOLIS' CITY HALL IS 
HOME TO A TROLY FANTASTIC 
BREAKFAST SANOWICH 

R easons to visit the epicenter 
of municipal governance are 
pretty limited, and usually 
have nothing to do with eggs. 
City Council meetings are 
sparsely attended. City Hall marriages 
(ideally) only happen once in a lifetime 
and, well, a limited entourage is kindathe 
point. Beyond that, folks usually only end 
up at City Hall if they’re 1) in trouble, 2) 
trying to wiggle out of said trouble, or 3) 
working for The Man. 

Then one day a kindly, diligent tipster 
hinted that a little shop called the Chewery 
might just be worth a trip to City Hall on 
its own. They included lofty proclama¬ 
tions like, “hands down the best breakfast 
sandwich I’ve ever had,” and “it would 
never have occurred to me to look to City 
Hall for amazing food, but damned if they 
don’t have something truly spectacular 
going on in that little kitchen.” Still, we 
couldn’t help but be skeptical. 

And yet they were right. 

The Chewery is owned and run by 
Lori James. Come April, she’ll have been 
serving outstanding breakfast sandwiches 
from the “Breakfast Boogie Bites” menu 
and “Dynomite Sandwiches” for two 
years. 

“Everything you see, we came up with 
on our own, like the Brickhouse, the Jive 
Turkey—they’re all ’70s words. The Fancy- 
pants? It just kind of makes you feel good,” 
said James. 

She and her daughter, Aqueelah Hysten, 
work like a tag team preparing sandwiches 
to order beginning at 6:30 a.m. weekday 
mornings, including the uber-popular 
#1. This breakfast feast of a sandwich is 
made with egg, pecan-smoked bacon, and 
maple cheddar, and arrives ooey-gooey on 


an onion-cheddar bialy with their house 
maple aioli oozing out the sides. 

This sandwich is every bit as good as 
billed, and the reason the Chewery has 
devotees. 

The pecan and maple bring an unex¬ 
pected sweet element that most breakfast 
sandwiches lack, without being overbearing 
thanks to a tang of cheddar and a little pop 
from the onion in the bun. It’s also nearly 
the size of a Big Mac, costs less than $6, 
and is available all day (or until they run 
out of eggs). It comes wrapped in gilded 
foil that makes you feel you’re holding a 
prize from the Golden Goose herself, and 
with a thick stack of napkins you’ll need. 

The Chewery isn’t easy to find. It has 
no website or social media presence. The 
people who love it likely first learned about 
it through word of mouth (just like us). 

Located on the “ground fioor” (code for 
basement), the Chewery is tucked behind 
the grand staircase near... nothing, past the 
F ather of Waters statue, maybe in the same 
ballpark as the Hennepin County Sheriffs 
civil filing office. The Chewery might not 
have windows, but it does have what’s surely 
the only two-foot-wide, sanctioned peace 
sign in City Hall. 

The story of this mirage of a breakfast 
nook began nearly three years ago, when 
James found herself strolling through City 
Hall with a friend who was a mail carrier, 
remarking at how the place had changed. 

“Goodness sakes, this is a shell! Every¬ 
body’s so stoic and straight-faced in City 
Hall... I could try for this place,” she recalls 
sa 5 dng, “make it into abreakfast joint—’70s 
[theme] of course, because I grew up in the 
’70s—and try to bring camaraderie back 
to City Hall.” 

By following through, James became the 
first African-American woman to own and 
operate arestaurant in City Hall. Monumen¬ 
tal as that is, James may take even greater 
pride in knowing her customers’ names and 
sowing goodwill every day, one astound- 
ingly good breakfast sandwich at a time. 


Need an example? In the middle of telling 
the Chewery’s origin story, James didn’t 
just shout hello to a customer by name; 
she went so far as to ask how their work’s 
been going, which topic that day’s cham¬ 
ber council presentation would cover, and 
encouraged them to keep their “spiritual 
boxing gloves ready.” 

In this way, the Chewery truly is a time 
warp. People talk to each other. Jams from 
the ’70s drift through the air. Smiles abound. 

“I treat everyone the same, from a home¬ 
less person to the mayor. No one gets treated 
better. I wake up every day and look forward 
to it,” beams James. “I just love people.” 

Goget asandwich (any sandwich—though 
we, and apparently all of City Hall, are par¬ 
tial to the #1) and see what we’re talking 
about. But be forewarned: Give yourself 
an extra five minutes to gab.

HOW VON HANSON’S 
PRETZELS OECAME 
MINNESOTA'S HOIOHITOHS 
TAPROOM SNACK 

F rom Rochester to Minneapolis to 
Two Harbors, little plastic pretzel 
tubs have become an omnipresent tap- 
room snack. 

Specifically, seasoned pretzels from 
Von Hanson’s, a 35-year-old Minnesota 
butcher-shop chain that only entered the 
wholesale snack game in 2017. In just two 
years, the business has become a twisty, 
salty, fiavor-blasted Midwest empire, with 
presences in a dozen states and dozens 
upon dozens of breweries. 

Jon Tennessen, co-owner of Von Han¬ 
son’s Snacks, was determined to diversify 
from within the meat biz. 

“I wanted to do something else; I wanted 
to start selling pretzels,” he says. “It blos¬ 
somed from there.” 


Things began humbly, with Tennessen 
and co-owner Craig Machholz selling the 
pretzels out of their Monticello butcher 
shop. The owners of Big Lake’s Lupulin 
Brewinggot a taste, Tennessen remembers, 
and were hooked. The first of what would 
become many breweries was on board. 

“We got turned down a little bit in the 
beginning,” Tennessen says. “But once 
people realized you can sell a salty snack 
in your taproom—and it’s most likely gonna 
make someone say, T need another beeF— 
to have a thirsty customer, and word of 
mouth, it’s been huge.” 

Austin Lee, co-founder of Minneapolis’ 
HeadFlyer Brewing, notices Von Hanson’s 
Pretzels “ever 5 rwhere.” His taproom ini¬ 
tially started offering free snacks, but that 
generosity quickly proved unsustainable. 
A sample-toting sales rep sold Lee and his 
partners on Von Hanson’s Pretzels, which 
retail for $3-$5 and come in fiavors like 
Zesty Herb, Dill Ranch, and Parmesan. 

“They ve been extremely good to us and 
we even now carry their beef sticks,” Lee 
says. “As somewhere that doesn’t serve food, 
it’s huge for us to have a snack option to 
keep hungry patrons inside the taproom.” 

In Minneapolis alone. Von Hanson’s 
Pretzels are sold at Venn, Indeed, Sisy¬ 
phus, Utepils, 612Brew, and... the list of 
breweries just keeps going. 

And it’s not just taprooms. High schools, 
golf courses, bowling alleys, and sports 
arenas throughout the state all carry Von 
Hanson’s Pretzels. After starting at “ground 
zero,” the production facility in Becker is 
expected to churn out 150,000 pounds of 
pretzels next year, Tennessen predicts. 
Von Hanson’s Snacks has exceeded 2019 
revenue expectations by six figures, he 
says, and the company will make over $1 
million on pretzels alone. 

North Dakota-launched Dot’s might 
get the all the glory, but Von Hanson’s 
has established itself as a major regional 
pretzel force. 

“When we sit back and kinda look at 
this,” Tennessen says, “it’s quite amaz¬ 
ing.” -JAY BOLLER

WHODUNNIT-AND HOW? 

A star-studded cast is just one thing to love about 
the twisty murder-mystery joyride Knives Out

aking a whodunnit that’s 
both enjoyable and truly 
puzzling has got to be a 
challenge in 2019. A cen¬ 
tury of mystery movies 
and an onslaught of TV procedurals have 
baked a deep understanding of genre con¬ 
ventions into pretty much everyone on 
the planet. To put a little spin on a favorite 
Bushism, “You can’t get fooled again.” 

So how does Rian Johnson make Knives 
Out work as well as it does? By focusing 
less on the who and more on the how. 

The movie centers on the death of an 
ultra-rich crime novelist named Harlan 
Thrombey (Christopher Plummer), whose 
relatives have gathered for his 85th birth¬ 
day. After multiple altercations turn the 
party into a powder keg, Thrombey retires 
to his study to play Go with his caretaker, 
Marta (Ana de Armas). When she returns 
to the mansion the next morning, she finds 
Thrombey dead, his throat slit and a knife in 
his hand. It looks like a suicide, but private 
detective Benoit Blanc (Daniel Crai^—hired 
under mysterious circumstances—thinks 
otherwise. And with the entire family at 
odds, everyone’s a suspect 


To reveal more about the plot would 
give away some piece of the puzzle, so 
let’s leave it at broad strokes. Johnson has 
crafted an intricate tale here, nodding at 
Clue and Agatha Christie but tweaking 
tropes enough to avoid being too referen¬ 
tial or formulaic. Unlike a lot of murder 
mysteries, the killer’s identity becomes 
somewhat secondary. Though XnzVes Out 
is marketed as a whodunnit, it’s really a 
howdeydodat, and that makes it a welcome 
change of pace. The fact that it still wows 
is a credit to both Johnson’s filmmaking 
skill and unconventional thinking. It’s no 
surprise, since Johnson broke out with 
2005’s neo-noir anomaly Brick, but it’s 
worth acknowledging given the redundant 
landscape of the format today. 

Of course, these interlocking ensemble 
pieces are nothing without a cast that can 
execute across the board. Fortunately, 
Knives Out is overfiowing with talent. Craig 
will likely stand out as the Poirot proxy due 
to the cool factor of supernatural deduc¬ 
tion as much as his character’s decidedly 
not-British accent, but everybody—and I 
mean everybody—is good here. Chris Evans 
gleefully plays away from Captain America 
as dickish grandson Ransom. Don Johnson

builds on his sorta-to-super racist scumbag 
portfolio with gusto. Toni Collette, whose 
Hereditary Oscar-snubbing still bothers 
me for some reason, pulls no punches as 
a Goopy Gw 5 meth Paltrow t 5 ^e. Michael 
Shannon is obviously Michael Shannon, 
so his take on youngest son Walt runs the 
gamut from funny to creepy with ease. 
And de Armas expertly holds the whole 
thing together. Even the bit parts are well 
rounded, with amusing appearances by 
Frank Oz and M. Emmet Walsh, among 
others. It’s hard to think of a better cast 
than this. 

All together. Knives Out unfolds with 
a handful of great performances and no 
small amount of ingenuity. It’s surpris¬ 
ingly funny and entertaining ’til the end, 
which makes it one of the better moviego¬ 
ing experiences this year. With director 
Johnson tapped for his own Star Wars 
trilogy, there was some concern among 
fans that he wouldn’t have the energy for 
more novel projects. Thankfully, Knives 
Out shows he’s got plenty in the tank. 03

s Jane Austen the new Shakespeare? 
Previous generations reimagined 
Romeo and Ju/zet on the mean streets 
of New York and in the steamy pools 
of Mexico City, but now it’s Pride and 
Prejudice that’s being constantly adapted. 
That includes a YouTube series; a stack of 
new novels set everywhere from Pakistan to 
a zombie apocal 5 T>se; and plays, including 
two recent hits that are both being staged 
right now in the Twin Cities. 

Playwright Kate Hamill, whose fresh 
literary adaptations include world pre¬ 
mieres of Little Women last season at the 
Jungle Theater and Austen’s Emma this 
spring at the Guthrie, debuted her Pride 
script in 2017. Director Lisa Channer is 
now helming a production of Hamill’s 
irreverent play at Park Square Theatre, 
with a warm ensemble cast that revels 
in the show’s accessible fun. 

Best of all is a superb Elizabeth in China 
Brickey, who epitomizes the character’s 
intelligence, energy, and charm. Paul Rut¬ 
ledge’s underplayed Darcy can’t hold a 
candle to this Lizzy, but her infamously 
boisterous family is well-represented with 
matriarch George Keller overseeing sisters 


Jane (a demure Sara Richardson), Mary 
(Neal Beckman, playing caricature), and 
Lydia (Kiar a Jackson, preening gleefully). 

The play is presented within the confines 
of a taped-off square, with furnishings 
towed in from the wings to establish the 
various settings. Unfortunately, this pro¬ 
duction, which might have thrived in a 
more intimate space, is seriously dampened 
by Park Square’s large Proscenium Stage. 
Floating in darkness with their voices 
echoing cavernously, the actors seem to 
be stuck in a Regency-era Twilight Zone. 

The Jungle is more fortuitously equipped 
in this respect, with its cozy stage once 
again transformed into the Pemberley 
estate for a reprise of Miss Bennet. The 
Pride and Prejudice sequel, written by 
Lauren Gunderson and Margot Melcon, 
was previously presented at the Jungle in 
2017—with a second Gunderson/Melcon 
sequel. The Wickhams, co-commissioned 
by the Jungle and staged last year. 

If you’re seeing only one holiday show 
this year and you haven’t caught Mzss Ren¬ 
net, grab your tickets immediately. It’s a 
brilliant play sufiused with heart and humor, 
the Christmas setting adding both poi- 
gnance and the show’s best running gag.

Mary barks her indignance in Hamill’s 
adaptation, but here she’s fleshed out into 
a fully realized character, perfectly played 
by returning Christian Bardin. 

If you saw The Wickhams, you’ll appre¬ 
ciate all the more how the pla 3 rwrights 
strive to humanize every character (not 
to mention the ingenious construction 
that has the two “side-quels” unfold¬ 
ing simultaneously on different levels 
of the Darcys’ mansion). Multiple 2017 
performers return, including the price¬ 
less Anna Hickey as Anne de Bourgh; 
new cast members include Andrea San 
Miguel, whose shameless Lydia had Fri¬ 
day night’s audience members shaking 
with laughter. 

By the end, they were gasping with 
happy tears as the show reached its 
profoundly moving conclusion. Both of 
these Pride-inspired productions mark 
welcome returns to Austen’s world, and 
effectively demonstrate just how readily 
that world can expand.

CLEARING HER HEAD 

Lydia Liza sobers up, gets real, and returns with 
her first album in five years

M ost 25-year-old musi¬ 
cians are still looking to 
get a record deal, have a 
song go viral, or play First 
Avenue. Over the past 10 
years, Lydia Liza has already done all that. 

Liza (real name Lydia Hoglund) was 
just 15 when her high school group. Bomba 
De Luz, won a Battle of the Bands contest 
and went on to achieve indie acclaim. She 
briefly experienced international attention 
in 2016 when her consent-centered update 
of ‘'Baby, It’s Cold Outside” with Josiah 
Lemanski went viral. 

But behind that success, Liza was strug¬ 
gling with alcohol addiction and depression. 
She checked herself into Hazelden for treat¬ 
ment and has been sober since early 2018. 
And with a clearer head and a renewed 
sense of purpose, Liza has just released her 
best album yet. Of Unsound Mind. 

“When I think about when I was a teen¬ 
ager, I just felt really sick all the time,” Liza 
says over coffee on a crisp fall morning 
in downtown Minneapolis. “I felt really 


depressed. I had some good friends, but 
I sought out some pretty shitty friends. I 
felt really unsupported, really confused. 
For me, personally, it was really bad. But 
it led to me being a lot more stable as an 
adult, because I’ve had to work through 
that loneliness.” 

That newfound stability permeates the 
new songs, which have a lot more punch, 
both emotionally and sonically, than the 
restrained folk pop of her former band. 
But not all the songs are new: Some date 
back to her time with Bomba, like the re¬ 
recorded “Be Minor” and “He Should Know 
By Now,” which was written when she was 
16. A snapshot of Liza’s personal journey. Of 
Unsound Mind addresses the highs and lows 
she’s experienced with candor and grace. 

“At the end of my drinking, I started to 
get really manic about wanting to create but 
never being able to flnish anything,” Liza 
says. She assembled a band with guitarist 
Kelly Blau, bassist Jimmy Osterholt, and 
drummer Jessica Anderson, but just as she 
started working with them she realized she 


needed to go into treatment. “It was three 
or four months into being sober, I was like, 
TeFs just fucking do it Lef s make a record.’” 

Liza decided to fund the album via 
Kickstarter, then Justin Courtney Pierre 
of Motion City Soundtrack, touring solo, 
asked her to join his band. “The day I left 
on tour was the day we made the Kick- 
starter live,” she says. “Justin was such a 
huge part of us reaching our goal, because 
each night at the shows, he was telling his 
fans to donate. He’s a very good man.” The 
Kickstarter raised over $13,000, exceeding 
Liza’s $12,000 goal. 

Pierre is also a guest vocalist on one of 
the new album’s standout tracks, “Crow on 
a Branch,” and helped Liza rediscover her 
love of pop punk, which courses through 
the record. Pierre gave Liza a custom-made 
pedal board made by Pierre’s other guitarist. 
Tommy Rehbein, that featured both a fuzz 
and distortion pedal, which encouraged 
Liza to get noisy. 

“Being a woman in the music industry 
can be really difficult. Especially if you fit 
the trope of being a singer/songwriter with 
an acoustic guitar,” Liza says with a sigh. 
“It shouldn’t be like that, but it is. Picking 
up an electric guitar, for me, made me feel 
like I could take myself more seriously, 
and that other people should too. And I’m 
going to yell on the record, darn it. I felt so 
empowered being one of the guitarists on 
Justin’s tour. I felt like, T can do this! I can 
rip! I want to rip!”’ 

And Liza does indeed rip on “Be Minor,” 
“Crow on a Branch,” and “Starting to 
Choke,” a song that was originally a “jazz 
ballad,” Liza says. But when she came back 
from Pierre’s tour she transformed it into 
a Brand New-inspired pop-punk jam that 
also has elements of the slow-burning vul¬ 
nerability of Jeff Buckley and the fierce 
erudition of Laura Marling. 

OfUnsoundMindhas moments ofhushed 
elegance too. “Cardiologist,” about a heart 
condition that required Liza to have surgery, 
is also a kiss-off to a guy who quickly proved 
that he wasn’t the one. And the acoustic 
album-closer, “No Fighter,” serves as a 
lovely denouement to the album’s themes 
of survival and rebirth, with a heavenly 
string arrangement by Jillian Rae. 

Where Bomba featured a collaborative 
approach to songwriting, Liza is leading 
the way with her new group. ‘We haven’t 
had a chance to be that creative together 
yet,” she says. “So I have been in way more 
a directorial role than I’ve ever been. Where 
it’s like, ‘OK, I’ve finished this song, you 
do this, I’m kind of hearing this, we need

more of this/ I’m actually managing that 
in a way that I’ve never had to do before, 
which is terrifying. I never in my life took 
myself seriously, so now Tm kind of learn¬ 
ing how to.” 

Liza’s public candor about her sobriety 
and her mental health struggles translates 
fluidly to the songs and subject matter on 
Of Unsound Mind. It is an assured, confi¬ 
dent collection of songs from a musician 
who refused to fall victim to addiction and 
depression, took accountability for her mis¬ 
takes even as she learned from them, and 
didn’t let herself get jaded about the music 
industry’s treatment of her as a teenage girl. 

'T feel it really does have a timeline to 
it, especially since some of the songs come 
from when I was a teenager,” Liza explains. 
‘Tt feels more like a catharsis, stuff that I 
had to get out in order to even think about 
doing an3l;hing else. I think the thing that 
scares people so much about sobriety, or 
recovery, or even just pulling back on their 
abuse of a substance, is reality and having 
to truly deal with shit. But that is where the 
depth comes from that allows people to be 
creative, I think. Once you look the thing 
you are afraid of in the face then you can 
name it and you can talk openly about it, 
which I think is a really important thing to 
do in order to create art that other people 
identify with.” 03

Turn your request into a demand 


I ’m a heterosexual cis woman in a 
monogamous marriage. My hus¬ 
band and I have always struggled 
to connect sexually, mostly because 
he has extreme anxiety that makes 
doing anything new or dijferent dijficult. 
He’s been in therapy since before I met 
him, but it doesn’t seem 
to be helping much. His 
anxiety has caused him 
to shut down every sex¬ 
ual ask I’ve ever made 
because he’s afraid he 
won’t ''do it right.”He’s 
a PW-and-nothing-more 
kind of guy, but I’m not 
asking for varsity-level 
stujfjust boring things 
like talking about fan¬ 
tasies, a little role play, 
staying in bed on a Sun¬ 
day just to have sex, etc. 

All of it is ojf the table. I 
understand he has a right 
to veto sex acts, but isn’t this all pretty 
basic, run-of-the-mill stujP He’ll still get 
his PIV; I just want there to be other ele¬ 
ments before the PIV starts. It’s still a no. 
Talking to him about this sends him into 
a depressive episode where I then have 
to spend hours telling him he’s not a bad 
person, so I’ve stopped bringing it up. I’ve 
tried to talk to therapists about navigating 
this issue, but most change the subject. 
One actually told me that it was good that 
we don’t have good sex, because if we did, 
we wouldn’t have good communication in 
other areas. (I never went back to that one.) 
This has gone on for so long that I’ve lost 
all interest in sex. My libido, which used to 
be very high, has vanished. Whenever he 
wants sex, I do it—but I dread it. Do you 
have any ideas on how I can navigate this 
topic with my husband so he doesn’t shut 
down? How can I make him understand 
that it’s okay to experiment sexually and 
it will be okay if it’s not perfect? 

LOST AND so SAD 


You’re going to have to call your hus¬ 
band’s bluff, LASS, and power through 
the predictable meltdown. That means 
raising—again—your unhappiness with 
your sex life, explaining your need for 
some pre-PIV intimacy and play, inform¬ 
ing him this is no longer a desperate 
request but a non-negotiable demand, 
and then refusing to shift into caregiver 
mode when his depressive episode starts. 


I’m not suggesting your husband’s 
anxiety and depression are an act, LASS, 
or that being made aware of your unhap¬ 
piness isn’t a trigger. But if depressive 
episodes get your husband out of con¬ 
versations he’d rather avoid—and if they 
allow him to dictate the terms of your sex 
life and treat your pussy 
like a Fleshlight—then 
his subconscious could 
be weaponizing those 
depressive episodes. And 
if you shift to caregiver 
mode every single time— 
so long as you’re willing 
to spend hours reassur¬ 
ing him that he’s not a 
bad person—then your 
grievances will never 
be addressed, much 
less resolved. So even 
if it means spending an 
extremely unpleasant 
evening, weekend, or few 
weeks with him, you’re going to have to 
raise the issue and refuse to reassure your 
husband. Line up whatever support you 
think he might need before you make 
your stand—you could also make your 
stand during a couples counseling ses¬ 
sion—and give him maybe one “You’re 
not a bad person, really!” and then refuse 
to back down. 

And when he shuts down, LASS, it 
will be his therapist’s job to pry him back 
open, not yours. 

And the sex you’re currently having? 
The sex you dread and don’t enjoy? 
The sooner you stop having it, LASS, 
the sooner your husband will come to 
understand that he’s going to have to give 
a little (so very little!) if he wants to have 
sex at all. If and when he does, then you 
can borrow a page from the varsity-level 
kinkster handbook: Take baby steps. In 
the same way people who are turned on 
by, say, more intense bondage scenes (sus¬ 
pension, immobilization, etc.) start with 
lighter bondage scenes (hands behind 
the back, spread-eagled on the bed, etc.), 
you can start with something small and 
easy for him to get right, like 20 minutes 
of cuddling in bed together on a Sunday 
morning before progressing to PIV sex.
